No Cheers 
for Return 
of Summer

The 1953 summer season, one of 


the hottest and driesl in many 
years in the eastern half of the. 
nation ended loday and there were 
no cheers for a return engagement. 


The scorching heat and no heavy 


rainfall dealt damaging blows to 
crops and livestock in many sec- 
lions. The losses ran into the mil- 
lions of dollars. 


Weather Bureau logs in scores 


of cities from the Rockies lo the 
Atlanlic Coast bulged wilh new 
heat records. 


II was hot and dry most of the 


summer—and in soine sections be- 
fore the start of summer on June 
21. 


But the nation's most prolonged 


heat wave of thij season was in 
late August and early September. 
In some scclions in the nation's 
easlurn half Ihe blistering weather 
—temperatures 
in the 90's and 


above 100—showed no letup for as 
long as 10 days. 


Humidity added to the discom- 


fort 
of the 
sweltering millions. 


Thousands were treated for heat 
prostration. 
Scores 
, died 
from 


causes attributed to -the heat. 


The drought continued to plague 


farmers and ranchers in the Sotith- 
wesl and in parts of New England 
anci the South. 


In California, it was the late 


cool summer weather and unsea 
sonably low summer temperatures 
that cut into crop production. 


The nation's weather has been 


fairly 
pleasant 
the 
last 
three 


weeks. The arrival of the autumn 
season at 3:07 a.m. EST today was 
marked earlier this week by frost 
and 
freezing 
weather 
in 
some 


areas, indicating the end of the hot, 
humid clays of 1953. 


But it was Ihc hot and muggy 


weather lhal brought a revision of 
the Weather Bureau record books. 
The Midwest, the South, New Eng- 
land and the Atlantic Coast areas 
all were in the swelter belt. There 
was a brief hot spell in the Pacific 
Northwest but no extended 
heat 


wave. 


For 
example, in the Atlantic 


Coast area, only five other sum- 
mers in New York City Weather 
Bureau 
records—dating back 
to 


1871—were hotter than 1953 on an 
over-all basis.

wave. In Illniois, readings were 
95 or higher for 10 straight days.

and June was the second driest 
in history in Boston with less than 
one-half inch rainfall.

In Ken- 
tucky there were several periods 
of five and six straight days of 
temperatures between 95 and 100.
